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‘A distinguished American citizen had two 
sons killed in action in the Korean War. 
Both won high decorations, one the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor. 

These two were among some 35,000 young 
Americans(out of a total of 450,000 fight- 
ing) who laid down their lives in that War. 
For what? 

The theory was that our men were fight- 
ing for liberty—the liberty of the Korean 
people. 500,000 South Koreans fought brave- 
ly and ably. But overall direction of this 
“Police Action” lay in the United Nations. 

Only 45,000 men of all other member 
countries of the UN took part. This episode 
should teach us for all time that we cannot 
count on the UN. We, alone among the 
Western nations, are supporting a govern- 
ment-paid propaganda for the United Na- 
tions, which propaganda means propaganda 
against the United States as an independent 
country. 

And it was the United Nations, if not 
Soviet Russia itself, that caused us to end 
the un-won war in 1953, leaving a divided 
Korea. So those 35,000 lives were thrown 
away! 

One of our friends returned from Korea 
a few days ago, after many months there. 
Referring to the “student” riots, about 
which we hear so much, he gave this expla- 
nation. All students in Korea wear the same 
uniform. A lot of the riff-raff element 
and worse got themselves into this uniform; 
and it is these that started all the trouble— 
communist-inspired, of course. As further 
proof that the mobs were not actually 
students, they attempted to overthrow a 
statue of Douglas MacArthur, the national 
idol of Korea. 

So a few days ago, following almost the 
precise pattern set for South Africa, Sec- 
retary of State Christian Herter went into 
action, taking the side of the Korean revo- 
lutionaries without any apparent information 
from our long-time ally and that gallant 
hero, President Syngman Rhee. David Law- 
rence, in his column of April 28, says:— 

“The Korean public needed no further 

word of encouragement to carry on big- 

ger and bigger street demonstrations.” 

On April 27 Rhee resigned. All this can 
be simply a prelude to the taking over of 
South Korea by the communists. Once again 
we have abandoned our friends. Perhaps 
betrayed them is a truer statement. Nothing 
must be allowed to stop the advance of 
communism—though defenders of this policy 
are careful.to prate about “democracy.” 

Meanwhile we sit- quietly by while com- 
munists, both Russian and Chinese infiltrate 
Cuba and other Latin American countries. 
They are preparing for the kill—the kill of 
the United States. 

What in hell is our State Department 
thinking of? Traitors are obviously in po- 
sition to control the destiny of the United 
States and her citizens.
